WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.— Special. — The 


following isa synopsis of the testimony of 
President Garrett and General-Manager Bates 
before the Senate Committee on Post-Offices 
on the Postal Telegraph bill: 


By invitation Mr. Robert Garrett, Presiden, 
pro tem. of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, Mr. D. H. Bates, President and Gen- 
eral of the Baltimore & Ohio Tetle- 
graph Company, appeared before the commuit- 
tee. Mr. Bates outlined the present and pro- 
spective Balttmore & Ohio telegraph system by 
stating that the new company now bas commer- 
cial lines extending along the route 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road from Baltimore to Washington, 
Wheeling to Parkersburg, over the Pittsburg & 
Connellsville Road to Pittsburg, from Wheel ing 
via the important points on the Central Qhio 
Division to Newark and Columbus, Sandusky, 
Chicago Junction, and Chicago; also lines from 
Parkersburg to Cincinnati and St. Louis, with 
a branch from North Vernon to Louisville; 
that it also owns its lines from Baltimore to 
New York City. It has withina few weeks 
purchased a newly-built line over the West 
Shore and New York, Chicago & St. Louis 
Railroads from New York City by way 
of Buffalo to Chicago. All these 
limes are practically new, those not 
just built having been rebuilt within a year. 
They are thoroughly equipped, and cover the 
principal cities within the area described. The 
company operates now fifteen wires by two 
routes between New York City and Chicago, 
which is fully one-half the number the Western 
Union Company has between these points, and 
on other roads perhaps the same proportion. 

WHAT THE COMPANY IS DOING. 

The company is now engaged in building a 
first-class line between New York and Boston, 
taking in the principal cities on the route, 
which will be finished by June 1. It is also en- 
gaged in building a line from Chicago to 
St. Louis, via Indianapolis, branching from 
that point to Cincinnati; also from Pittsburg to 
Cleveland, thence to Chicago Junction, giving 


cross connections and better facilities than can 


be obtained by one line only. It has just 
closed arrangements with an existing telegraph 
line from St. Louis via Cairo to Texarkana and 
beyond, and has arranged for a further exten- 
sion of that line to Houston, Galveston, and 
New Orleans. The company intend to provide 
its lines between the great cities named with 
the most ample facilities for the public and the 
merchants and others using them. Arrange- 
ments have also. been completed with an- 
other company in close connection with the 
Baltimore & Ohio for the immediate Duilding of 
a line from Chicago via La Crosse to St. Paul, 
Minn., and other important points in the North- 
west, so that within the present year the Balti- 
more & Ohio telegraph system will cover 
territory which now yields, he understands, 


nearly or quite three-fourths of the entire tele- 
. graph business of the country. 


With abun- 
dance of wire and complete equipment of all 
kinds to handle all the business that can be 
secured within that territory he looked for 
good results. The present tariffs substantially 
correspond with those of other companies ex- 
cept as to night messages, which are half 
the regular day rates, the Western Union night 
tariff being two-thirds of the day rate. 
Senator Hill said that in some instances the 
Western Union night-rate was three-fourths. 
T PROPOSED RATES—THE FUTURE POLICY. 
The Baltimore & Ohio Company proposed, 


Mr. Bates continued; to first fully equip its 


lines between the points named with suff 
cient wires and equipment to handle a very 
large amount of business, so as to take every- 
thing it could get at lower than present, yet at 
remunerative, rates. Yet from long experience 
he believed a moderate rate will be more re- 
munerative than the high rates that now exist, 
and he contemplated arrangements that will re- 
duce rates between the principal cities, at 
least east of the Mississippi, to not exceeding 
25 cents a message and one centa word for 
night messages. 


Replying to the Chairman’s inquiries, Mr. 


Bates said the lines of the Nickel-Plate, in com- 
parison with other telegraph lines, he believed 
from reports from both sides to be the best in 
the country. The policy would be not to 
undertake too much in the way of immediate 
extension, but to give ample facilities between 
most populous sections, and as nearly uniform 
rates as possible. The Baltimore & Ohio 
Company now has 25,000 miles of wire, and 
provision has been made for stringing 15,000 
miles additional this year. The company has 
secured the use of all patents essentially 
necessary to operate its lines effectively and 
economically. On the line between New York 
and Boston wires are immediately to be strung, 
with facilities for twelve more to be strung 
afterward. On the line from Chicago to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, via La Crosse, four 
wires will be strung immediately, and eight 
additional wires afterward.

BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY. 
xn BILL NOW UNDER DISCUSSION. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.}—A 
bill of peculiar interest to Hve-stock men is 
now under discussion in the House, its title 


being: “A bill for the lishment ot a 
Bureau of Animal to prevent the 
exportation of diseased and to provide 


means for the suppression ud extirpation of 
pleuro-pneumonia and other contagious dis- 
eases among domestic animals. The full text 
of the bill is as follows: | 


De it enacted, etc., That the Commissioner of 
Agriculture shall organize im his department a 
Bureau of Animal Industry, and shall appoint a 
chief thereof, who shall be a competent veterinary 


surgeon, and whose duty it shall be to investigate 


and report upon the number, value, and condition 
of the domestic animals of the United States, their 
protection and use, and elsoingwire into and report 
the causes of contagious and communicable diseases 
among them, and the means fof the prevention and 
cure of the same, and to ¢olle@ such information 
on these subjects as shall be vilmable to the agri- 
cultural and commercial ofthe country; 
and the Commissioner of is hereby au- 
thorized to employ a force sufficient for this pur- 
pose. The salary ofthe chief of said bureau shall 
be $3,000 per annum; and the Commissioner shall 
appoint a clerk forsaid bureau, with a salary of 
$1,500 per annum. * 

Sec. 2. That the Commissioner of Agriculture is 
authorized to apvoint two competent agents, who 
shall be practical stock-raisera or experienced 
business-men familiar with questions per- 
taining to commercial transactions in live- 
stock, whose duty it shall be, under the 
instructions of the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, to examine and report upon the best 
methods of treuting, transporting, and caring for 
animals, and the means to be adopted for the sup- 
pression and extirpation of contagious pleuro- 
‘pneumonia, and to provide against the spread of 
other contagious diseases. The compensation of 
said agents shall be at the rate of $10 per diem, 
with all necessary expenses, while engaged in the 
actual performance of their duties under this act. 

See. 3. That ft shall be the duty of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture to prepare such rules 
and regulations as he may necessary for 
the speedy and effectual suppression and 
extirpation of said diseases, and to certify such 
rules and regulations to the Executive authority of 
each State and Territory, and invite said authori- 
ties to codperate in the execution and enforcement 
of this act. Whenever the plans and methods of 
the Commissioner of Agriculture shali be accepted 
by any State or Territory in which pleuro-pneu- 
monia or other infectious or contagious disease is 
declared to exist, and whenever the Governor of a 
State or other properly constituted authorities sig- 
rify their readiness to codperate for the extinction 
of any contagious or infectious disease in con- 
formity with the provisions of this act, the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture is hereby authorized to 
expend so much of the money appropriated by this 
act as may be necessary in such investigations, 
in paying for the animals it fs deemed necessary to 
slaughter, and in such disinfection and other means 
as may be necessary to extirpate the disease: Pro- 
vided, That the authorities of said State or Terri- 
tory shall assume and pay one-half of the expense 
of the valuation of animals it is deemed necessary 
to slaughter, and one-half the cost of disinfection 
and necessary police regulations in the quarantine 
and care of infected herds of cattle. 

Sec. 4. That whenever a State or Territory, in 
any section of which a contagivus or infectious dis- 
ease exists which the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture has declared to be dangerous to the animal 
industries of the Nation, fails to make provisions 
for its extirpation, or to codperate with the plans 
of the Commissioner of Agriculture for the extir- 
pation of such disease, the President of the United 
States. on the presentation of the facts by the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, shall be authorized to de- 
clare in quarantine the said State or Territory, or 
such part of said State or Territory as he 18 
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or by imprisonment for not more than one year, or

Sec. 9. That whenever any infectious or con- 
tagious disease affecting domestic animals, and

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CLAIM AGENTS. 
A NEW SCHEME TO FLEECE CLIENTS. 

Wasainoton, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.§—A 
new scheme for “milking” clients has been 
devised by several of the recently-suspended 
pension attorneys. Circulars are sent to all 
claimants whose cases these attorneys have had 
charge of informing them that the order of 
suspension by the Interior Department pre- 
vents any further personal attention; but, in 
order that the interests of their clients 
may not suffer thereby, the attorneys recom- 
mend certain persons named, to whom 
they say they have turned over such evidence 
and data as wasin their 
for the proper prosecution of the claims. Ac- 
companying this introduction is the circular of 
the new attorney—generally a relative of the 
suspended one—who informs the claimant that 
he will take up the case and push it to a settle- 
ment, but that, as this service will take both 
time and money, the fee paid to the first attor- 
ney—now under suspension—will not answer 
for No. 2, who exhorts his client to remit $10 
at once. | 

THE LAND LAWS. 
SPECULATORS THE PRINCIPAL BENEFICIARIES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 10.—[{Special.]—A 
prominent Western Senator has received the 
following: 

ATHOL, Spink Co., D. T., Jan. 23.—DEAR SIR: I 
have some time had it in view. through the press 
or in some public way, to make known some views 
upon the present Land laws of the United States. 
Last winter and until near last autumn I was most 
of the time in Dakota, partly for myself and partly 
for other parties, and in that way had opportuni- 
ties, upon the ground, to observe carefully upon 
the land question. I will here briefly outline some 
things that Impressed me very forcibly as for the 
best interests of the whole country—viz.: — 

First—Repea! the Preémption law. 

Second—Change the Timber-Culture laws by 
the Home- 
stead law. 

Third—Retain only the Homestead law, and mod- 
ify that by requiring not less than five nor more 
than ten «acres of timber to be cultivated upon 
each homestead for the five years—much in the 
same manner as is now required under the Timber- 
Culture or Tree-Claim act for eight years. 

To disinterested, intelligent individuals it is not 
necessary to give particular reasons in favor of 
these preceding recommendations, as the present 
well-known abuses and fraudulent practices in 
vogue in all of the land districts are well known. The 
idea of cheap or free homes to those who need the 
same,and for whose benefit the lands were chietiy 
designed, is almost entirely lost sight of. The evil 
should be corrected as early as possible. Many 
land monopolists, speculators, big-interest men, 
and others of a similar class will be found solid 
for the present laws—on behalf of the help they 
are to poor men 

Will not Congress carefully investigate this sub- 

1 try and save a portion of the free lands of 
the country for the benefit of those who need and 
deserve them— the poor and industrious men and 
women of the United States?

OUR POSTAL SYSTEM. 
REFORMS SUGGESTED. 
- Wasunineton, D. C., Feb. 10.—| Special. }— 
James G. Smith, of the Post-Office Department, 
detailed by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
examine and report upon the postal methods 
of foreign countries, has completed his labor 
and presented his report. As a result of his 
investigations, he recommends the following 
changes in our post-office system: There 
are,“ he says, in round numbers 48,000 post- 
offices, each a receiving and disbursing office. 
Of these, 6,500 do a money-order business, 41,- 
500 collecting revenue from stamps only. 
Each Postmaster is authorized to re- 
tain his salary and authorized 
expenses from the revenues he collects. 
I would discontinue direct accounting with. 
these 41,500 Postmasters, supplying them with a 


1 


limited stock of stamps on credit, and require 


them to purchase at a designated money-order 


office in the vicinity all required thereafter. 
At such supply offices they would receive their 
compensation and authorized expenditures. 
The remaining 6,000 Postmasters should ac- 
count monthly direct to this office, with a quar- 
terly accounting. The Post ter-General 
cannot be informed of receipts and disburse- 
ments for the first half of the fiscal year un- 
til the last quarter has commenced, and 
the liabilities under his contro! for the entire 
year, therefore, have been incurred. With 
a monthly accounting he could be advised of 
the revenues and expenditures within thirty 
days from the expiration of each month. The 
work of posting and stating general 

accounts, now requiring thirty-three clerks, 
would be dispensed with when the accounts 
under the present system were closed, while

Conn.. in 1802 and was 
graduated from Yale College in 1825. Two years 
later he was appointed to a tutorship in Yale, and 
in 1829 was elected. Professor ot Ancient Lan- 
guages in Hamilton College. He was elected fifth 
President of the college, in 1839, and directed 
its affairs for eighteen years, when in 1557 he 
resigned. Thenceforth for twenty-six years 


1 he lived in seclusion in a comfortable home a 


quarter of a mile from the college grounds. He 
retained his connection with the college till his 
death, covering an official! period of fifty-five years. 
During hise Presidency and largely through his 
agency the Chairs of Moral Philosophy and 

orte and of Law were established, the Cabinet of 
Natural History was founded, the laboratory was 
built, and North College was completed and oceu- 
pied. His published works consist chiefly of 
sermons and discourses on special of 
which bear witness to his broad culture.]

| THE GRAIN AND FLOUR MEN. 

Havre, Ind., Feb. 9.—{Special.]—The 
grain and flour men are objecting to the plan 
on which it is proposed to organize the Board 
of Trade. Those who have taken action in the 
matter heretofore were dry-goods merchants, 
wholesale grocers, etc. It was not proposed to 
receive market quotations. The grain and 
“fidur men in a meeting resolved that unless the 
markets were received they would form a grain 
and flour exchange. The grain and flour in- 
terests of this city have grown to immense 
proportions. From 12,000 to 15,000 
barrels of flour are turned out of the 
milis here daily. Twelve thousand bushels of 
corn are consumed by the distillery and hom- 
iny-milis daily. Heretofore the millers have 
labored under the disadvantage of not having 
their grain graded. They want to purchase 
grain and seil flour on Terre Haute grading. A 
committee was appointed, and if the Board of 
Trade now organizing refuses to receive the 
market quotations the grain and flour men will 
Organize and adopt the rules governing the In- 
dianapolis Board of Trade. Six hundred thou- 
sand barrels of flour were made here last year, 
360,000 barrels of hominy and grits, and 1,500,- 
000 bushels of corn consumed by the distillers.

„ STARCH-WHISKY. 


ProriA, III., Feb. 10.—({Special.]—Ever since 
Dr. Ferminich, of Buffalo, purchased the starch- 
works at this place there has been considerable 
talk of what he intended to do. He announced 
an intention to double the capacity of the 
works, which previously had consumed 1,200 
bushels of corn per day, and the force of men 
employed from a little over 200 to 500. Dr. 
Ferminich is an eminent chemist, and is said to 
be the inventor of a process by which whisky 
can be manufactured from the residuum of the 
starch, and this, taken in connection with cer- 
tain rumors from Washington of efforts of par- 
ties to obtain a ruling from the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue by which some of the legal 
obstacles in the way of such manufacture could 
be removed, has led toga belief that he pur- 
poses such manufacture. Dr. Ferminich is at 
present in Buffalo, where he has gone to 
settle up his business matters in con- 


‘nection with the Hamlin Works at that 


place, and so could not be seen; 
but it is upderstood that before leaving he 
stated that he intended to run a distillery in 
connection with the starch works, with a ca- 
pacity equal to one of 600 bushels of corn per 
day. The impression that this is a fact is fur- 
ther borne out by an order for the erection of 
two other buildings, fifty by one hundred feet, 
which are not connected with the starch works 


proper. 
DIFFICULTIES. 
The correspondent next turned his attention 
to the distillers, whose interests would be vitally 
affected, not so much by the establishment of a 


Commissioner allowing the cstahlishment of 
such distilleries ad infinitum. It is not the gen- 
eral opinion of the distillers here that Dr. Fer- 
minich intends to establish such a distillery. 
The difficulties in the way of allowing any such 
manufacture are manifold. In the first place, 
the Government requires the manufacture 
of 80 per cent of four gallons of whisky from 
each bushel of corn dealt out by the Store- 
keeper. After the exhaustion of the starch 
from the corn they claim that it would be im- 
possible forjthe residuum to yield much more 
than one-third of this amount. This they claim 
would be fatal to its workings under the pres- 
ent law. But, even if this could be avoided, 
the claim is put forward that no fair test could 
be made of strength of the refuse by which 
to predicate the amount of whisky that could 


use. This residuum comes from the st 
process in different stages of humidity, and 
even if it did not would have to be weighed at 
a certain exact time after being released from 
the manufacture of starch, in order to furnish 
anything like a uniform proof of its productive 
capacity. 


FOR FRAUD. 


The distillers claim that it would also be 
possible for grave frauds on the Government 
to be introdu as the process of manufact- 
uring starch could be stopped at almost any 
stage; and if stop early in the process of 
course the strength of the residuum would be 
much greater, as also the proportionate yield 
of whisky. Now, while it is doubtless true that 
starch-manufacturing is more profitable than 
the manufacture of whisky, the making of the 
latter article, with the Government tax re- 
moved, would be a highly profitable business. 
And while noone asserts that any advantage 
would be taken of the Government, it is 
claimed that opportunities would be afforded 
for the dishonest starch-manufacturer to do a 
little moonshining on his own account. It 
would be almost an impossibility for the 
Government to take the bodily posses- 
sion of a starch manufactory which it does of 
a distillery, where everything connected with 
the whisky manufacture passes under the in- 
telligent scrutiny of men specially delegated 
by the Government for this purpose. The 
starch men claim that a disposition of this 
refuse in some such way is necessary for the 
successful prosecution of the starch industry. 
A ready sale is found in the winter season, 
when it commands a Value of about 40 cents 
per barrel for feeding purposes, which is as 
much or more than could be realized from it in 
the manufacture of whisky; but in the sum- 
mer season it ferments and is rendered unfit 
for this purpose before it can be disposed of. 

THE LAW. 

The law is very explicit in regard to where 
the manufacture of whisky shall be carried on. 
The distilling business must be conducted in a 
building especially devoted to that purpose, 
and in which no other business or manufacture 
is allowed. For the evasion of or compliance 
with the law in this respect it is now claimed 
by some the two large buildings, of which your 
correspondent has spoken, are being erected, 
and that the business of distilling will be 
carried on in a building totally disconnected 
with the manufacture of starch, and that the 
refuse from the starch works, from which the 
whisky is manufactured, will be laid down at 
the distillery works just as corn is now laid 
down at the regular distilleries. If the other 
difficulties in the way are avoided, the way out 
of this, it will be seen, could be made tolerably 
clear. But the old difficulty of determining its 
whisky strength, and the quantity of the article 
which it should produce, would still remain. 
It is suggested that the refuse might be kiln- 
dried, and that the requisit degree of uni- 
formity, at any rate, might be thus secured. 
This, however, is a simple suggestion, and your 


not the compound could be subjected to this 
process. 
AN OLD EXPERIMENT. 

Some of the distillers claim that the — — 
ment of Dr. Ferminich, if he starts a distillery 
here, will not be a new one; that he engaged in 
the manufacture of whisky while in Buffalo, 
but that the product was of such an inferior 
quality that it still remained on his hands. Dr. 
Ferminich is second to no chemist in the coun- 
try, and it is barely possible that in his re- 
searches in the field of chemistry he may have 
discovered a means by which the alleged in- 
ferfority may be removed and the quality of 
the liquor manufactured be brought up to the 
standard. The recent efforts of the glucose 
and starch works men in Washington lend a 
color to this theory, as they would surely not 


~use any extraordinary measures to secure a 


ruling by which they could manufacture an 
article of whisky which would be of such an 
inferior quality that it could not enter into 
active competition with the product of the 
regular distillefies, but would remain a drug 
on their hands. : 

THE OUTLOOK. 

That the question is an important one to dis- 
tillers can be seen at a glance. The whtsky 
market is already overstocked, and it is only 
by the strongest combination and a voluntary 
reduction of two-thirds of the capacity of the 


distilleries that present prices of goods are 


maintained. The prospects of an extension of 
the period in which the vast amount of whisky 
now held in bond must come on an already 
overstocked market are gloomy in the extreme. 
With the starch works and glucose mills now

THE PULPIT. 


Prof. Swing Discourses at the Cen- 


tral Church on the Death of 


The Finest Orator of the Century and the 


of America Ever Had. 


Dr. Thomas Says the Bible Is to Be Studied as 


The Death of Wendell Phillips. 

Prof. Swing discoursed as follows to a large con- 
gregation at the Central Church yesterday on The 
Death of Wendell Phillips”’: 

And Solomon slept with his fathers.—L Kings, t., 43. 

Religion sustains so many relations to reform 
and general morals that its pulpits cannot pass by 
in silence such an event as the death of Wendell 
Phillips. In the chapters of Hebrew history the 
words which recorded the deeds of some General or 
King went rolling along for a few pages or verses 
and then came suddenly to the pathetic close, and 
he slept with his tathers.”” All the Hebrew 
worthies from David to Ussiah moved along to 
this final figure of speech. Some Jewish trans- 
lators render the Hebrew, and he lay down with 
his fathers.” — 

At last we men of the same 80rrows and mortali- 
ty must repeat to each other the same words: 
* Wendell Phillips sleeps with the fathers. Three 
score and ten are the years of Our pilgrimage; these 
measuring-posts having been passed the grave 
soon comes; and here and there, in city, or town, 
or farm, palace or cottage, the individual with eye 
dim and memory fading goes away to join the 
majority.“ Only two weeks ago Mr. Phillips told a 
friend that he “ perceived no sign of age in himself 
except a failure of memory. Names, and incidents, 
and minor matters passed easily out of mind. He 
was right in this estimate of himself, for his mind 
lay within in all its power and worth; but, alas! the 
laws of mortality were at work in his body, and all 
unconscious of such a solemnity he stood within a 
few days of the end. We often can note this dis- 
cord between body and soul—the latter being as 
buoyant as when young—all the faculties acute, 
and all the feelings as full of tenderness and poetry 
as they were when the face laughed in the joys of 
early life, when the days where all sunny and the 
months all Junes; but the body being slow with in- 
firmity and unable any more to respond to the mu- 
sic of the mind. Thus is the soul dragged down- 
ward by its burden of flesh; and after a few years 
or months of struggle it sleeps with the fathers, 
having been murdered by the body as Laocoon and 
his children were crushed by the serpents from 
Tenedos. The imagination cannot conceive of 
anything strange or dreadful than that man 
should die. e can understand Well his smiles, 
and tears, and labors, and amusements, and ambi- 
tion, and taste, but when word comes to us from 
some part of the land that the Emerson or Phil- 
lips is dead, the event transcends language or 
secret thought. To have all the gates of the senses 
suddenly closed. to hear no longer the call of a 
friend, to be oblivious to the city’s street and to 
day and night, to cease to be & man and to become 
a pale marble form in a coffin, this is the amazing 
spectacle of our world. The seven wonders are as 
nothing compared with this one marvel. It dwarfs 
all else. The human mind surrenders and in sub- 
mission covers the tomb with flowers and says, 
* He sleeps with his fathers.” 

As these deaths of the great occur they become 
more and more painful, because the group of heroes 
grows smaller, and the loss of One more great soul 
is the more deeply felt. It bas not been many 
years since our Nation was rich in that style of 
manhood represented by him who has just been 
buried. We could see, not long ago, Chase and 
Parker, Sumper and Henry Wilson, Lincoln 
and Greeley, Gerrit Smith and Garrison, and 
others of similar power; but as the years 
have gone by these have gone with 
them, and so small at last has this group 
become that upon each new invasion of 
death we all wonder if any one remains to be a 
golden link between the present and the past. So 
rapidly do these noble chieftains fall into the tomb 
that Many of the young minds of today will never 
see any one of these noble faces, but will be com- 
pelled to find their souls only in history. Those of 
you who have seen and heard all these great Amer- 
icans, from Webster to Phillips, may well be proud 
now of such a memory. They surpassed the 
sculptor, and painter, and poet, and musician, for, 
while these artists give us the decorations and 
pleasures of life, these statesmen helped lay the 
foundations of liberty, and, hence, of all that leans 
upon liberty for support. Art, education, com- 
merce, industry, science, and religion have drawn 
life from these master-builders in the political tem- 
ple. Angelo and Raphael in art are outdone by 
these pioneers in the career of our Republic. Art 
only comes to a few, a great country empties her 
—— upon all the millions, and what blessings 

y are! 

A religious, political mind like that of Wendell 
Phillips possesses in the formative years of a na- 
tion a worth we can with difficalty measure; cer- 
tainly we cannot rate it at too high a price. In 
1836 this man, then fresh from the schools and 
college, and with a mind blessed far beyond the 
lot of common mortals, turned aside from pro- 
fession and traffic to give his hand and heart to 
one single cause—the emancipation of his coun- 
try’s slaves. From 1836 to 1863—that is, for 
twenty-seven years—he turned the river of his 
eloquence down through the barren and dan- 
gerous plain. For not many men of even Bos- 
ton birth and culture touched foot in that day 
upon the land of negro freedom. It was like the 
forest that lay before Dante in his dream—full 
of wild, ravenous beasts—the wolf of avarice, | 


the leopard of sin, the lion of power. The mer- 
chants were influenced by the wolf of avarice, the 


fashionable people by the leopard of sin, the poli- 
ticlans by the lion of power. Dante, in presence 


of these beasts, determined to rise above them and 


dream of and visit Heaven. 80 Phillips, in his 


glory of youth and genius, resolved to rise above 
all these destroyers and find those hights where no 
wild beast has a lair—hights toward the throne of 


peace and right. To have made such a choice 
seems easy now, but had this entire audience 


been citizens of Boston at that date it may 
be that no one of us would have offered 
hand or heart to the pleading slave. The 
tide of New England sentiment flowed toward the 
cotton which grew at the bidding of the slave; and 
to teach slavery was assumed the sameas making 
the grass to grow in the manufacturing streets. 
Thus an abolitionist was the enemy of the land 
once occupied by the Puritans. When, in about 


1840, some parts became bold enough to bring 
Frederick Douglass into Boston to preach in a prom- 


inent church upon the condition and rights of the 
slaves, no one dared to invite him home to dinner 
after the morning service; but all left the eloquent 
ex-sluve to puss the afternoon among the tomb- 
stones in the churchyard—perhaps stones in mem- 
ory of those who had sailed from Europe or En- 
gland to establish liberty. It was at sucha time 
of bondage to commerce and manufactures and of 
cruelty toward man Mr. Phillips made the. vow of 


consecration to the cause of freedom. 
Our country thus suffers the loss of one who, born 


in the highest rank of society, declined its luxury 
and exclusiveness, and, Christlike, went down to 
the humble world of the African to be his friend. It 
was an immense gain for the general cause of 
humanity; for not only came thus to that cause a 
warm heart and a brave soul, but there came the 
finest orator of the century—® mind as calm as the 
blue sky, as fascinating as a summertime, and yet 
as powerful as the earthquakes, and torrents, und 
tempests. Very often the poor of earth have had 
to accept of the services of some man wh ose mind 
was untrained, whose reason Was weak, whose judg- 
ment was quick and ill-founded, whose information 
small, but such was not the misfortune of 
our African millions in their later years.

world could produce—Theodore Parker, Horace 
Mann, Thomas Starr King, Charles Sumner, and 
Wendell Phillips. From such brains and souls 
there poured forth for twenty-five years a stream 
of matchless eloquence which prepared the Nation 
for that day when ideas would be compelled to 
make a final struggle upon the battlefield. In the 
tirst years of the liberty-movement the slave had 
few friends in the North, but what he had were of 
rare quality. Slavery held the trade of New Bn- 
gland; freedom gradually won her intellect and 
heart; slavery held the cotton-mill, freedom the 
library; slavery was represented by a policeman 
with a metallic star on his breast and a club in his 
hand, freedom was represented by an orator whose 
forehead was as proud as that of Apollo and whose 
lips were like these of Pericles; the ship-load of 
cotton from the Georgia plantations became at last 
less valuable than the divine philosophy upon New 
England soil, and in the sharp conflict between 
merchant and orator the orator won. 


Gone are all those days of mingled light and 


darkn ho and fear, great virtues and great 
sins, but 1 death has recalled the past 
and may well awaken in all our bosoms gratitude to 
God that He gave to our Nation the men needed in 
its successive hours. We should be dull and un- 
grateful children should we not see the many-col- 
ored glory of those past years and realize that He 
who planted the flowers and made the ocean and 
the stars is the One who created oratory out of the 
dust and clothed it also with beauty and power.

Nothing more loudly proclaims the being of a God 
than His perpetual! procession of such gifted mor- 
tals. Look at a single group of them as springing 
up in One single city: Everett, Webster, Sumner, 
Longfellow, Emerson—in ali a large assemblage of 
Titanic brothers, able by joining hands to move the 
world. And to that one city add other places on 
our globe where man has unfolded his power, 
places between London and old Athens—add 
names from Pitt to Demosthenes—and what holy 
ground our earth becomes! We forget the sins 
and follies of the common millions, and pass easily 
from these giants in mind and morals to the pres- 
ence of a Creator. Listening to their spoken 
words or reading their volumes, we realize at once 
the grandeur of man, the divineness of his ex- 
ploits, and the probable glory of his final destiny. 
While near the common roaring of wheels, or while 
amid the perishable decorations of fashion, or in 
the midst of its vivacity and laughter, man may 
seem an ephemeral insect, but the scene all 
changes when we meet the great in their ordained 
paths, their forms seem larger than life, and their 

seem to contain some mysterious proofs of 
en Wendell lips began his public life, 
evangelical Christianity did not look upon him as 
anally. It was thought that such orators as Par- 
kerand Phillips would lead thousands to spiritual 
ruin, and some clergymen even prayed that Provi- 
dence might remove Theodore Parker from this ex- 
istence. These two were counted as the church’s 
enemies; but such have been the changes in 
thought and argument and in the questions of de- 
bate that no doubt the Christian world rejoices to- 
day when it recalls an eloquence which founded it- 
selfupon the being of the Heavenly Father and 
the presence everywhere of a higher law.“ The 
wit, and anecdote, and ifony, and awful denuncia- 
tion of this speaker seldom ran onward many min- 
utes without some appeal to the existence and jus- 
tice of God. When the telegraph flashed to Bos- 
ton that Mr. Lincoln had been elected, and a joyous 
crowd assembied in Tremont Temple to hear what 
Mr. Phillips would say, he closed his memorable 
speech by these words of new hope: Once plant 
deep in the Nation’s heart the love of right, let 
there grow out of itafirm purpose of duty, and 
then from the higher plane of Christian manhood 
we can put aside on the right hand and left all nar- 
row, childish, and mercenary considerations. .. . 
For us, the children of a pure civilization—the 
pioneers of a Christian future—it is for us to 
found a Capitol whose corner-stone shall be jus- 
tice, whose top-stone liberty; within sacred 
precincts of whose Holy of Holies shall dwell One 
who is no respecter of persons, but hath made 
of one blood all the nations of the earth. Crowd- 
ing to the shelter of its stately arches, I see old 
and young, learned and ignorant, rich and poor, 
native and foreign, Pagan, Jew, and Christian, 
black and white, in one glad harmonious triumph- 
ant procession.”” In that far-off day the church 
was not able to see religion where it could not see 
orthodoxy, and therefore the deep Christianity o1 
Parker, and Mann, and Phillips was not confessed ; 
but in our day atheism has invaded the field of 
eloquence, and has created a black cloud upon 
which the belief of Phillips bends plainly all its 
colors of righteousness, and love, and hope. All 
that anti-slavery speech which echoed all through 
the Nation for twenty-five years was based upon 
and laws of the Almighty, and what confession the 
church could not make while those men were liv- 
ing it will make at last over their graves. The 
advent of atheists will make the church hunt up 
the dust of her dead children. 

In those years which lay between 1840 and 1860 
the languishing minds of public men and private 
citizens, of preachers and writers, needed plain 
words, sharp and rude. Even Webster was allured 
by hunger for office away from the eternal right. 
It was a period of genera! hesitation and weakness. 
Into such a dead atmosphere Phillips moved with 
the vehemence of a storm. No man, living or dead, 
equals this name in the power of cutting speech, 
the power of statement, of citation of instance, of 
application, and of never-bending pursuit of one 
end. In the hottest days of the struggle the elo- 
quence of Wendell Phillips ran not like a mad tor- 
rent, but as a deep stream of fire. It scorched 
‘what it touched of wrong and folly. It was well 
that not all were like him, for we needed the ten- 
derness of Lincoln as much“ as this volcanic flame, 
but Mr. Phillips performed his part in the drama 
of liberty, and performed it well. 

It will become an impressive picture in history, 
that of this husband and wife dedicating them- 
selves, their time. and fortune to one noble enter- 
prise; so noble that it dwarfs the common ends and 
aims of today. This work displaced their love of 


and fashionable life, and arose before them as 
sweet as the Star of Bethlehem before the wise 
men of the East. These two said to Liberty: “We 
have seen thy star, and have come to worship 
thee,’’ and, opening their treasures of intellect and 
soul, they presented unto this Liberty their gold, 
and frankincense, and myrrh. 

Beyond doubt Mr. Philiips made many mistakes, 
and was not as acute to measure the value of the 
Union as to feel the wrong of slavery. He could 
se@ a poor man, or poor woman, or child further 

he could see a nation. Demosthenes went 
nd with his eloquence to induce the Greek 
States to unite; he failed and Greece was ruined; 
Phillips, on the opposit, urged the American 
States to separate; he failed and the Nation was 
saved; but, after we have estimated at their full 
demerit all the errors of this man, he remains the 
purest and strongest friend the lower classes ever 
possessed on this side of the sea. He could not 
see anything except the rights of man. What the 
classics had recorded upon that subject. the 
aphorisms in the past or in the present, in Cicero or 
De Tocqueville, the incidents of history, the greut 
or wandering poems of any place or time having 
liberty and equality in their words or verse, sunk 
into memory and came forth in his speeches as at 
Arethusa an underground river bursts forth. His 
orations were not an April shower, but a deluge. 

But all this brilliant. and lofty, and cutting ora-. 
atory has passed by. It was overthrown not by 
this new grave, but by the freedom of man and by 
the grand reunion of the States. Thus this elo- 
quéhce ended with the ending of its cause. What 
gratitude should fill our hearts that the Nation 
needs no more such an oratory of wormwood, but 
asks now for the literature of a brotherhood and 
for lives of noble action. Perhaps in years not far 
away. the South herself, when she shall look with 
pride upon her enlarged cities, and industries, and 
upon millions as rich and happy as her sky is gentile 
and blue, will count among her friends the name 
of him who once seemed such a reckless enemy. 
The apparent foes of today are often the real 
friends of tomorrow. 

What aré the inferences from this life and over 
this coffin? One is that the cause of man, which 
possessed such sublimity in the former generation, 
possesses still all the physical and spiritual worth. 
There is no end to this service of society. He who 
liberates a race, white or black, leaves to others the 
task of extracting from liberty its richest wines. 
Washington’s camp on the Delaware would have 
been in vain had it not been followed by the school- 
house and the church on the Ohio and Mississippi 
and the lakes. Thus each step of a great man in- 
volves another step by a successor. Cicero said 
that u man who helps save a country is as worthy 
as one who founded it. Thus merit isa golden 
chain of which each generation is a link. The 
chain falls weak and worthless when any 
generation makes a feeble link. The task rest- 
ing upon the new men and new women—all chil- 
dren when Parker and Phillips were in all their 
glory of wrath and love—is one of-the same old 
greatness, that of leading onward and yet onward 
the public for which so many others lived and died. 

A second inference is one of both rbetoric and 
religion. The world calls Wendell Phillips elo- 
quent. But how more eloquent than Everett, or 
Choate, or Ingersoll, or many similar tongues? 
What is eloquence? A difficult question; but we 
may approach it by indirection. What is great 
music? Certainly not a dance or waltz, because 
the theme or emotion is too childish. A Marseil- 
laise hymn will illustrate great music because all 
that pathos and beauty of sound reposes upon the 
worth and history of impressive France. What is 
architecture? Surely not the building of a book- 
case, or a replace, ora portico; but the rearing of 
some structure under which is some great thought, 
a library, a gallery, a kingdom, 4 worship of the 
Almighty.

And aside from these were 
vast numbers of apocryphal works, many of which 
have been preserved. 
And then, when we look at the Catholic Church, 
there are the decisions of councils, and the great 
creeds, and the Bulls of the Popes, and the canon 
laws. And in the Protestant churches the several 
-denominations place a high value upon the works 
of their founders. The writings of Luther, and Cal- 
vin, and Wesley, and Swedenborg have a special 
value in the churches they founded. The sermons 
of Wesley and his notes are standards of authority 
on doctrine in the Methodist Church. But, whilst 
the many denominations have their special litera- 
ture, to ail the Bible is supreme. 
church fathers, and above the founders of sects, it 
is the religious Book of the world. Let us today 
attempt a brief analysis of its contents and value. 
We speak of the Bible as our book; but, in fact, 
it is composed of many small books, bound to- 
rin one large volume. Of these smaller 
books the Old Testament contains thirty-nine, the 
New Testament twenty-seven, making in all sixty- 
six separate works, and niostly by different authors, 
those of the Old and New Testaments separated in 
time by hundreds of years. And yet they are 0 
arranged that there is a continuity of history and a 
progress of doctrine that may justify us in saying 
in a general way, that the Book is one. 
After the account of the creation flood 
given in the first few chapters of Genesis, the his- 
torical part of the Old Testament begins with the 
call of Abraham, recorded in the twelfth chapter. 
Beginning with this, the history moves along with 
the incidents in the lives of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, who became the fathers of the twelve tribes 
of Israel. is taken up and carried through their 
long bondage in Egypt. Then, in the Book of Ex- 
odus, we have the account of the exodi, or going 
out, of these tribes under Moses and their journey- 
ing in the wilderness; and in Leviticus is given the 
priesthood and their forms of ceremonial worship.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

There are some evidences of improvement 
in trade, and if such signs had \not so often 
proved delusive the country would entertain 
strong hope of a revival. There have been 
several such periods as the one we are now 
going through since the present dull time be- 
gan. When steel rails touched 8385 a ton a 
few months ago it was stoutly asserted that 
there would be no further decline, and that a 
clined and there was not a good demand.

No re- 
vival of trade can be said to have made much 
headway till the hoards there begin to de- 
cline. It is harder than ever for lenders to 
find desirable manufacturing paper in the 
East. As for the savings banks and trust 
companies, they have no end of trouble in in- 
vesting their funds, and are talking reductions 
in rates to depositors. But in one respect 
the money market is in a decidedly improved 
condition. The number of acceptances of 
doubtful value held by lenders has been 
greatly reduced. It was only a few weeks 
ago that failure after failure was disclosing 
the existence of loans, largely negotiated by 
note-brokers, to persons who had long been 
on the verge of bankruptcy. A great many 
of these embarrassments to legitimate trade 
have been cleared out of the way and credit 
is now on a more secure basis. Accordingly, 
when the tide turns lenders will beina 
favorable situation to profit by the revival. 
As for the money markets of Europe, their 
status is of importance to us only as affecting 
exchange. While lending rates have declined 
here, they have advanced in England. But 
shipments of gold would cause us very little 
inconvenience now. | 

The insolvency record for last week is the 
most encouraging one we have had in a long 
time, and is particularly gratifying by con- 
trast with the total of failures. reported for 
the week before, which was exceptionally 
large. And very few of last week’s failures 
were important. We cannot base high ex- 
pectations on the statistics of so shorta pe- 
riod, but the number of disasters usually de- 
creases after the first quarter of the year, and 
we may fairly indulge the hope that the | 
worst of the bankruptcy epidemic is over.

In the discharge of the patriotic duty of 
defending our pork from the attacks of for- 
eign Powers, we must not forget that there 
are several ways of protecting its reputation 
and widening its market. One, of course, is 
the energetic retaliation against wanton as- 
saults from abroad on its quality and on the 
trade in it. But there are other enemies than 
the German Junkerocracy whese machina- 
tions forebode ill to our National quadruped. 
Any one who puts on the market an inferior 
article is the foe of the legitimate trader, and 
there are such foes in this city to the pros- 
perity of its pork trade. There are men here 
who, through carelesness or a criminal indif- 
ference, fail to exercise the vigilance that they 
ought to show, and run bad animals into 
their packing-houses with the good. 
There is not we believe a large amount of 
this done, and the proportion of this adultera- 
tion of our pork product is probably no larger 
than the average percentage of such offenses 
that arise from unrestrained greed in all busi- 
ness. But there is some of it; enough to de- 
mand attention and speedy and decisive ac- 
tion. At this time especially, when we are 
repelling the slanders and actual hostilities 
of our enemies, it is necessary that we should 
free ourselves from the slightest cause of re- 
proach. 

The evil is one that can be easily remedied. 

Either the Board of Trade or the State can 
act efficiently in the matter. Just before the 
fire of 1871 the inspection of grain was taken 
out of the hands of the Board of Trade by 
the State and intrusted to State inspectors. 
The inspection of pork products was with 
other things left with the board. This body 
has never assumed to carry its pork inspec- 
tion any further back than an inspection of 
the manufactured article as it came to market 
in box, barrel, or tierce as the case might be. 
The inspection of these is limited to their 
condition in the package. That the requisit 
quantity is there and the meat is sweet and 
properly packed is all that the board inspec- 
tion certifies to. The virtue of the meat and 
its inherent qualities are not within the scope 
of the beard’s present pork inspection. So 
long as the pork in sight is not sour or rancid 
and is put up in the form required by the 
Tales Of the trade the board inspection does 
not go back to ask if it is the product of 
healthy animals. 
\ An inspection thus limited is not enough 
to protect the reputation of our product from 
the attacks of the enemies within our bor- 
ders. There are in every trade men who 
wil} take every opportunity, for the sake of 
afew illicit dollars, to practice what petty 
frauds they can achieve and who are willing 
to palm off as bad a thing as can possibly be 
made to bring a good price. Where millions 
of hogs come during the year to a market 
like Chicago it is inevitable that there should 
be a small percentage of unsound or diseased 
animals. It is equally inevitable in a great 
city like this that there should be men will- 
ing, in the absence of any adequate restraint, 
to let these unsound animals go into their 
product with the rest. And this is done. 

The Board of Trade can correct this evil 
by tits inspection to the live ani- 
mals and establishing such regulations that 
the public will have the guaranty of its offi- 
cials that none but sound animals enter any 
packing-house whose product is sold on the 
Chicago Board of Trade. The board isa very 
powerful body, so powerful that, according 
to the Supreme Court of the State, it can do 
very much what it pleases. It has all the 
authority needed to achieve this reform, 
which will immensely strengthen our posi- 
tion in the international defense of our noble 
hog, chief pet of the American eagle. If the 


board fail to take any action on this subject 
it should at once e the attention of our 
State authorities. 


THE CITY OF COLWMBUS INQUIRY. 
The investigation of the recent disaster to 
the steamer City of Columbus off Gay 
Head commenced in Boston Tuesday last 
before the Local Board of Inspectors. The 
Captain and Second Assistant Engineer of 
the ill-fated vessel were examined, and the 
investigation was so close that it occupied 
the entire day. Naturally the evidence of 
the Captain was looked forward to with the 
most eager interest, but when it was closed 
the real cause of the disaster was as mys- 
terious as ever. When asked as to the cause 
he was as ignorant as his questioners. He 
knew that his orders were correct, and that 
if they were carried out the vessel would 
have gone from two to three miles clear of 
Gay Head, but why they were not carried 
out, or who failed to carry them out, he evi- 
dently does not know, and if y were 
carried out he cannot assign any reason 
why his vessel should be where it is 
now. The testimony in all its \details 
relieves the Captain from responsibility, 
but unfortunately it does not assign the 
cause. The Captain having failed to tell why 
his vessel was wrecked, it now may never be 
known. In answer to the question Why his 
ship is where she is he replied: ‘For 
I should have to go to a Higher Power. I 
should have been as much surprised if she 
had struck on the north side as where she 
did, I should not have been more astonished 
if she had gone on shore at Nashawan Island

is to the effect that the City of Columbus left 
Boston at a quarter-past 3 the 17th ult., the 
weather fine, with a strong northwest wind. 
The Nobska light was reached about mid- 
night. At that point he gave orders to steer 
west-southwest. These orders were obeyed, 
but when he went below he found that the 
vessel was not on her right course, and he 
gave orders to change it. These orders were 
given to the Second Mate, whose watch it was 
at the time, and it was his duty to repeat 
them to the wheelman. He could not state 
whether they were repeated or not. He was 
sure the Second Mate was a temperate man, 
and he had never had occasion to reprimand 
him but once, and that was for slight negli- 
gence. He attributed no blame to the Sec- 
ond Mate—in fact, he couldn’t tell where the 
blame was. 

It is evident, however, that the vessel could 
not have wrecked herself, and that some one 
was responsible. It was in evidence that the 
Second Mate had once before departed from 
his course, which was the occasion of the 
reprimand to which allusion has been made; 
that itis uncertain whether he repeated his 
orders to the Wheelman; that the Second Mate 
had no license, though he had been ordered to 
get one; and that on the previous trip the look

OUR WHEAT SURPLUS. 

The New York Tribune publishes an analy- 
sis of wheat production and consumption 
for many years past for the purpose of ar- 
riving at an intelligent idea of the present 
available surplus in the United States. The 
method of handling and the comparison with 
growth of population, estimated according to 
the most probable rate of increase, ete., are 
almost identical with those used in our an- 
nual review of thirteen months ago. The 
conclusions then arrived at were justified by 
the subsequent facts. Those presented by 
the article under review are open to serious 
question. The writer thinks it probable that 
about 76,000,000 bushels of wheat will be on 
hand in the United States at the beginning 
ot next July to be carried over into another 
crop year. 
There is some reason to think that our avail- 
able supply, both of wheat and corn, is 
smaller per capita than at the same date in 
any recent year—in spite of statistics and 
conclusions drawn therefrom. We had a big 
wheat crop in 1882, and the large surplus 
left over six months ago was a strong argu- 
ment in favor of selling, while it made the 
smaller crop of last year seem oppressive. 
There was a free current of wheat from first 
hands for several months, holders vying 
with each other for a market; and, as a 
consequence, the diminished surplus came 
out into strong relief in the shape 
of an enormous visible supply, that has per- 
sistently grown till a very recent date. Now 
it is rapidly lessening, with an unusually 
small movement from the farm, and all the 
indications point to the belief that there is 
little more to come. The winter-wheat sur- 
plus appears to have been practically ex- 
hausted already, except the moderate quanti- 
ties now in store at principal receiving 
points. There is still some spring wheat 
unmarketed in the Northwest, but the fact 
that the Minneapolis millers volun- 
tarily advanced their prices five cents less 
than two weeks ago does not argue 
that they think the remaining stocks in that 
region are much larger than ean be used by 
home millers. The men in St. Louis who 
manufacture flour are reported to be on the 
lookout for wheat upon which they can draw 
in ease of a failure in the usual sources; and 
all over the West the millers are paying 
more for wheat than can be obtamed by 
sending it to the seaboard. At many points 
they are actually paying within a small 
fraction of the prices quoted in New York 
for the same article. 7 
We do not write this for the purpose of 
exciting alarm—still less with a view to in- 
fluence the market. There will probably be 
„enough wheat to go around” before the 
advent of another crop; and it is certainly 
to be desired that we shall not soon again see 
an era of such high prices as those which 
nearly destroyed the foreign demand for our 
wheat in recent years. But neither is there 
any good reason for depressing prices in 
alarm about the idea of an unusable sur- 
plus which is not in existence. The 
people of Europe claim to be more 
independent of us for food supplies than 
usual. Admitting that the claim is well 
founded, there is still uo occasion to borrow 
trouble. But the fact is that the foreign wheat- 
buyer has been more oppressed by the sight 
of large quantities in store than we have 
been, and is by no means out of thx wood 
yet in the matter of food- supply between this

THE AUSTRALIAN PROVINCES. 
The crude scheme of federation for the 
Australian Colonies given in Mr. A. M. 
Garland’s Sydney letter to Taz Tuner of 
Saturday does not promise much towards the 
accomplishment of that for which the Aus- 
tralian Convention was called. A similar 
gathering was held about three years ago 
and was presided over by Sir Henry Parkes, 
one of the ablest politicians of the colonies; 
similar conclusions were arrived at, but noth- 
ing of importance has resulted. Sir Henry 
Parkes, who is now in London and has kept 
himself informed as to the doings of the re- 
cent convention, is reported to have said 
the 25th of January, when he was presuma- 
bly in full possession of what had been done 
at Sydney he feared the present scheme 
would fa e the previous one. He added: 


The difficulty lies fn the fact that each of the 
Colonial Le ures, consisting of two Houses, 
will be asked to delegate the contro! of sub- 
jecte of superior importance to a body inferior 
in constitution to itself. The result woyld be 
that, the moment the Federal Council did any- 
thing strongly opposed to the wishes of any 
colony, the House of Assembly, which contains 
many self-made men, willful and impatient of 
extraneous control, would very soon upset the 
whole Federal scheme. 


The only feasible scheme of confederation, 
he said, would be such as that adopted by the 
Dominion of Canada, which would provide 
for a Federal Parliament elected by all the 
colonies to have supreme legislative power. 
But it appears that the pro-English and of- 
ficial classes in Australia are opposed to such 
a scheme, as they fear ft would weaken the 
connection with England. It would give the 
Australians a sense of unity and independ- 
ence, and provide a legislative body which 
in ease of difficulty could speak in the name 
of the whole people. Sir Henry Parkes, who, 
as his interviews when passing through this 
country a few months ago clearly showed, is

We have now a very 
good occasion to pay back England with her 
own coin. England has now lost all military 
prestige. Albion has sustained a jolie echec. 
But we don’t exult or dry ‘ cock-a-doodle-doo.’ 
But we Frenchmen rarely eat the bread of 
vengeance. Prince Metternich once safd: The 
alliance of France and England is doubtless as 
natural as the alliance of aman and a horse, 
but France is always the horse.’ Even now 
France is ready to draw the line and establish 
an Anglo-French protectorate in Egypt.

Khartoum, at the junction between 
the Blue and White Niles, seemed to be formerly 
the most natural boundary for Lower Egypt; but, 
as that place is to be abandoned, some other fron- 
tier town will have to be selected. There is every 
probability that that place will be Berber, which 
commands the junction between the Atbara and the 
Nile. It is situated in a not unpleasant country, is 
well watered, produces an abundance of fruit and 
grain, and, moreover, has the advantage of having 
been favorably spoken of by a number of travel- 
ers. There is only one party whose Consent to 
make Berber the chief garrison on the rectified 
frontier of Lower Egypt is necessary. He is the 
Mahdi. Another question which Continental poli- 
ticians are asking is, What means of punishing the 
Soudan, if any, does Egypt, with England at her 
back, of course, intend to adopt? She cannot 
punish the Soudan directly, but there are. other 
ways by which she may inflict very considerable 
damage upon the Mahdi. For instance, she may 
prevent the products of the Soudan from finding 
any outlet except through equatorial Africa. Cairo

AN INDIAN UPRISING. 
TERRIBLE CRIMES. 

GALVeEsTon, Tex., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Ad- 
viees from Matamoras, Mexico, say: Eight 
hundred Indians have risen at the little town of 
Omitan, near Tuxtepec, in the State of Oajaca, 
under the leadership of Col. Cirilo Canchez and 
Ambrosio Morales. 

They attacked and murdered all the most re- 
> spectable residents of the place, the merchants 
and authorities, among them being a Spanish 
merchant named Francisco Arango. 

The stores and private houses were all plun- 
dered, and in many instances fired and com- 
pletely destroyed. 

A SAVAGE MOR, 

The bodies of the murdered men were kicked 
through the streets by the savage mob, and 
every kind of atrocity committed. 

Seven gentlemen are known to have been 
murdered, and several have escaped badly 
wounded, The fate of the women and children 
is unknown. 

A BATTLE. . 


The political chier of Tuxtepec attacked 
revolutionists with 100 men, but was defeated 
with a loss of five men killed. 

The Twenty-second Infantry has been sent 
by sea to approach Omitlan from the coast 
side, and some 3,000 regulars are concentrating 
on the scene of disturbance from points in the 
States of Puebla and Oajaca. The disorder 
will probably be soon quelled. 

[Oajaca is one of the most Southern of the Mexi- 
can States. It lies south of Puebla and Vera 
Cruz, and is washed by the waters of the Gulf of 
Tehuantepec. It is traversed by two chains of the 
Mexican Andes, on whose ridges many mines of 
gold and silver exist, and in whose fastnesses the 
Indians find a sure retreat. The scene of the 
troubles is in the southern part of the State, near 
the coast, where the population is more scattered 
than in the interior. The Capital, Oajaca, will be 
remembered as having been visited by a terrible 
earthquake shock in May, 1870. 


AN INVASION FEARED. 
ALARM AT EAGLE PASS. 

SAN Antonio, Tex., Feb. 10.—Trouble is ap- 
prehended at Eagle Pass. The authorities have 
been in secret communication with Gov. Ire- 
land. Enough is known to warrant the asser- 
tion that the Sheriff anticipates a raid from the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande, and is anxious 
for reénforcements. 

Capt. Shuly, of the Texas Rangers, has been 
telegraphed for all troops at his disposal. 
United States Marshal Gosling was also wired 
to for armed assistance. 

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

The raid will be doubtiess for the capture of 
two suspected criminals held at Eagle Pass 
whom the American extradition agent refuses 
to surrender in view of the recent ruling of 
Secretary Frelinghuysen. The alleged train- 
robbers, the prisoners being held, are accysed 
by the Mexican authorities with murdering 
Manuel Rodygeuz at Saragosa, Mexico, the 7th 
inst. Deceased was shot early in the morning, 
five buckshot taking effect in the head and up- 
per part of his body. He died in ten minutes 
in great agony. The murderers were trailed to 
Piedras Negras, where they erossed into Texas. 
Rodyguez was a prominent merchant and in- 
fluential citizen, and his friends are determined 
to bring the assasins to justice, by force 
arms if necessary. |

How Mr. Phillips Overcame a Hostile 
Congregation—The Genius of 


Chicago Oolored People Hold a Special 
-» Memorial Service in Honor of 
Their Benefactor. 


MR. BEECHER’S TRIBUTE. 
PHILLIPS AND GARRISON. 

New York, Feb. 10.—[{Special.|—The Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher spoke on the life-work of 
Wendell Phillips at Plymouth Church this fore- 
noon. In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Beecher said: 


Garrison's tongue was his pen. Phillips’ pen was 
his tongue. Another and like 
graced our history. 1 do not undertake to say that 
he surpassed all others, but he had an intense in- 
dividuality, and that ranked him among the best 
orators that spoke in our land. The ground which 
Garrison took was that the conscience of the North 
was sympathetic, and he declared that the com- 
promises of the Constitution were covenants with 
hell, and that no man was bound to observe them. 
This extreme ground Phillips also took. Imme- 
diate and universal emancipation at any cost what- 
soever—that was Garrisonism; that was Phillips- 
ism. It is a remarkable thing that, though both 
Garrison and Phillips denounced the Union and re- 
nounced the Union in the hope of destroying slav- 
ery, the providence of God made the love of the 
Union the tinal means of the destruction of siavery. 
They sought the right end, but by measures not 
well adapted to secure that end. 

A MEMORABLE MEETING. 

Mr. Phillips once asked to be allowed to speak in 
the Broadway Tabernacie. Permission being re- 
tused by its Trustees, he secured the Graham 
Home, but the Trustees of that institution, fearing 


for its safety, revoked the permission and refused 
to allow him to speak there. Mr. Phillips then ap- 
pealed to me, and after some trouble I obtained 
permission from the Trustees of this church for 
him to speak here, and he did so. The night he 
appeared the Rev. Dr. R. 8. Storrs consented 
to come and pray. The reporters were 
héere—when were they ever absent?—and when 
Mr. Phillips began his lecture you may depend 
upon it the lion was in him. I remember at one 
point he made on affirmation and a cry arose from 
the whole congregation. He stood still, with the 
old bitter smile on his face, and when silence was 
restored he repeated the point with better em- 
phasis, and again a cry went through the whole 
body. But he kept repeating it, and he beat them 
down with that one sentence until they were still 
and let him go on. 
A MATCHLESS ORATOR. 

It was singularly his to choose the lowly, and for 
their sake to abandon all favor, all power, all 
ambition, all greatness. That was his genius and 
his glory. He confronted the spirit of the Nation 
and the spirit of the age, and 1 had almost said, set 
himself against Nature as if he had been a decree 
of God, overriding all That 
his function. 
orator. In literature widely read, in person 
magnificent, in manner most polished, genial as 
a babe, sweet as a new blown rose, and in voice 
clear and silvery, yet he was not a man who 
tempered himself upon an orchestra of 100 pieces, 
no organ, mighty and complex. The Nation slept, 
and God wanted a trumpet larger, wide, winding, 
narrow, and intense. And that was Mr. Phillips. 
The long-roll is not agreeable music, but it is bet- 
ter than harps or lutes when the alarm is needed. 
He did not low as the Gulf Stream; be did not 
dash as the ocean does on the continent. His elo- 
quence was a flight of arrows. He gave himself 
to the work of God on earth, and had reflected 
back upon him some of its majesty. When the 
pigmies are all dead, the noble countenance of 
Wendell Phillips will still look forth, radiant as 
the rising sun—a sun that will never set. His life 
was a reason; his death a memorable encourage- 
ment for mankind and heroic deeds.

GRATEFUL COLORED PEOPLE. 
memorial services to the late Wendell 
Phillips were held last evening at the Bethesda 
Baptist Church (colored), on Dearborn street, 
south of Twenty-ninth. The large auditorium 
of the church was completely filed by repre- 
sentative colored people of the city, who had 
appropriately united in the services commem- 
orative of the departed statesman and orator. 
The Rev. James A. D. Podd explained the 
reasons for the unusual character of the Sun- 
day evening meeting. God spoke to man not 
alone by His Word, but by the lives of good 
and just men as well. Among those who had 
given their lives to the advancement of man- 


kind none was more distinguished than Wen- 
dell Phillips. 

Lioyd G. Wheeler said they had gathered 
around the tomb of Wendell Phillips to repeat 
the story of his greatness. Notwithstanding 
the high hopes entertained for his success in 
the practice of law, at the age of 27 he gave up 
his profession because the Constitution of the 
United States sanctioned slavery and was a 
‘“‘compact with hell,“ and for fifty years he 
stood incorruptible and unmoved, withont hope 
of reward, his life consecrated to the battle of 


agai His 
intellect and unrivaled oratory 
unselfish devotion 


to 
principles and ideas far in ad- 
vance of the groveling ignorance and 
prejudice of his generation. To him, more 
than to any other man, was due the creation of 
the emergency which made Lincoln, Sumner 
and their colaborers great. The days o 
slavery were over, but the men who stood 

yainst it in 1850 should not be forgotten in 
1884, when to oppose its power was very dif- 
ferent from what it was in the. times of the 
early Abolitionists. 

Mr. John J. Good spoke of Wendell Phillips’ 
place in history, and of his great power as an 
orator. » 

The Rev. 8. D. Lowery, of Huntsville, Ala., 
said Wendell Phillips was considered the great 
apostle of anti-slavery among his more educat- 
ed brethren in the South. The great Abolition- 
ist stood by the teachings of the Bible, and 
would rather have had the Union destroyed 
than the colored le inelavery. His spirit 
had animated John Brown, who was the John 
the Baptist % Lincoln. After the capture of 
John Brown he had sheltered the survivors of 
that ill-fated attempt, and had boldly preached 
from the pulpit of Henry Ward Beecher 
the principles which had led to the Harper's 
Ferry expedition. Wendell Phillips was gone, 
but his name would live as long as American 
history as the glorious champion of a chatteled 
and despised race.

How the Confederates and cube 
heads Secured His Whitewashing. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Feb, 6.—[Editor of The 


Tribune. ]—In the discussion of the Fitz John

A Trap to Cateh Republicans, 

Buffalo Eapress (Rep.): It is not of great mo-

Mr. Morrison is also in favor of simplifying 
the tariff. But his bill introduces new e — 
o1 complexity. It, provides that on certain 
articles certain duties shall be collected, pro- 
vided the rate is not thus made lower than by 
the Morrill tariff of 1861, It provides also that 
the duties as prescribed shall not be collected 
when they would be equivalent to more than 
40 per cent on cotton fabrics, 50 per cent on 
metals, or 60 cent on woolens. 

Why has Mr. Morrison made this bill in 
which he does not himself believe? The reason 
is that he is trying to corner the Republicans 
and force them into an ay if they 
refuse to support his bill. The Republican 
Tariff Commission recommended 25 per cent 
reduction in duties. Its bill, as passed, gives 
only 2 per cent. Mr. Morrison proposes to

Both the President and the Secretary 
of the Treasury have officially recommended 
a reduction of duties. Mr. Folger said in his
